Full of Prunes and Glad of If 


Writes Pasfor of Community Church, 


Visiting Real Ranch in North 
By DR. J. R. MACARTNEY. 
Pastor, Community Church. 
Full of prunes! 
Never knew there were so many. Never drove through air 
fragrant with the sweet odor of prunes drying in the sun. Never, 
saw school children making twelve or thirteen dollars a day. A 
good picker will gather about two tons a day. The lady who put 
gas in my car said her two sons made $110 in 14 days. 
Not only prunes—but vast 
acres given to hops—every mile 
or so, a drying factory. 
* 
And apples—single trees, bend­ 
ing beneath their burden, and 
yielding thirty boxes per tree. 
LABOR IS LACKING 
9 
The labor camps here have 
about four months of intense ac­ 
tivity: peaches, prunes, hops and 
closing with apples. The ground 
is covered with fruit falling from 
the trees because not one-tenth 
of the pickers needed are avail­ 
able.Just now we are guests of Mr. 
and Mrs. George L. Proctor, win­ 
ter residents of Palm Springs. 
Their 1200-acre ranch lies in the 
hills about four miles from 
Healdsburg. A private road winds 
up to the ranch buildings. By 
day or by night, the view down 
the valley through which mean­ 
ders the Russian river, is enter­ 
taining. The lights from several 
air fields, a German prison camp, 
the headlights on the highway, 
the full moon, all the display of 
nightly loveliness as far as the 
eye can see. 
FOLLOW RIVER TO SEA 
Yesterday we were driven over 
the sheep range. The ranch bor­ 
ders the Russian river for a mile. 
The sheep go down to the river 
to water, but will not swim 
across. 
Therefore no fence is 
needed on that side of the ranch. 
Today we followed the Russian 
river as it breaks through the 
range to mingle its waters with 
the Pacific. For twenty miles 
summer houses, swimming places 
line the banks of the river. The 
redwoods begin here and increase 
in size as you go north. There 
are vast open air auditoriums in 
the woods where programs are 
presented for the thousands who 


summer here. At the mouth of 
the river the government is 
spending large sums to keep the 
ocean from throwing a sand bar 
across which would block the en­ 
trance of salmon seeking their 
spawning grounds. There are sev­ 
eral fishing villages, but the 
trolling boats all rode at anchor 
today because the water was 
rough and also, because fish do 
not bite at the full of the moon. 
RICH COUNTRY 
We purchased some abalone, 
which came out of their shining 
shells. The meat is tough until 
well flattened and pounded with 
wooden mallets. 
The whole area for miles is 
given over to fruit. Nearby are 
grapes. The soil varies greatly in 
a short area. Scientific agricul­ 
ture is at its height here. 
Petaluma, Santa Rosa, Healds­ 
burg — a small and prosperous 
city every few miles, all sustain­ 
ed by the fruits of the soil. I am 
told that blossom time here is 
worth coming a thousand miles 
to see. I should like to bring Fay 
Brainard here next spring with 
his rare skill in taking colored 
movies. 
This is a real ranch. No dude 
ranch about this. Cows to milk, 
chicken’s heads to be chopped 
off, kerosene lamps to be filled 
and lighted. The usual quota of 
dogs and cats about the place, 
and overall, a warm hospitality 
that makes us feel very much at 
home. Citified clothing is put 
aside. Ranch overalls and shoes 
give us the proper feeling. 
We who have to live where 
many people dwell, scarcely 
know the real joys of life where 
the wide open spaces welcome 
you and the vistas of loveliness 
greet the eye and you inhale the 
ozone that maketh glad the heart 
of man.

Admission Day 
Ninety-five years ago, when t lie issue of ad­ 
mitting California to Statehood reached final de­ 
bate in the U. S. Senate, a young senator in his first 
term warned that the future welfare and safety of 
the nation depended upon possession of the un­ 
broken Pacific shore. The closing sentence of his 
successful plea is now engraved on California mon­ 
uments: 


“And now it seems to me that the perpetual 
unity of the empire hangs on the decision of this 
day and of this hour!” 


He was William H. Seward, who, years after­ 
ward. as Lincoln’s Secretary of State, was criti­ 
cized for tlie “folly” of purchasing Alaska! 


It is conceivable that upon the decision of that 
long-gone day and 
hour 
hung 
the outcome of 
America’s war for survival against Japan nearly 
a century later. California’s ports provided the only 
adequate channel for the colossal torrent of armed 
might that turned the tide of war. And as if in re­ 
ward for aiding so greatly the nation’s victory, Cal­ 
ifornia stands to benefit hugely from peace in the 
Pacific, as pointed out by Earl Lee Kelly, one of the 
leaders of modern-day California, who foresaw the 
State's industrial expansion as Public Works Di­ 
rector. and helped to usher it in. 


“This year’s Admission Day,” says Mr. Kelly, 
“finds California the heart not only of the great 
empire of the American West, but also the heart of 
a new, inestimable Pacific trade empire that will 
develop, with the paralyzing hand of the Jap strick­ 
en from the Orient. Geographically, California is 
the frontier of America’s greatest era of national 
growth.” 


The rugged, lusty territory of 95 years ago has 
grown great—hut is still on the march toward the 
destiny foreseen by wise Henry Seward.

Take Uo Fight for Servicemen 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States have taken up the torch for veterans of 
World War II, and will call upon Congress to ap­ 
prove their proposal that returning servicemen re­ 
ceive adjusted compensation of $3 a day for home 
service and $4 a day for overseas service. 


Announcement to this effect was made in San 
Francisco by Richard II. Newliall, California De­ 
partment 
Commander of the VFW, following a 
communication from Jean A. Brunner, National 
Commander. 


Details of a two-fold plan, sponsored by the 
VFW, which Congress will be called upon for an 
early decision, provide: 
1. 
The VFW program to open the industrial 
job market to veterans by placing them on an equal 
footing with war workers, through granting of job 
seniority for the period of service in the armed 
forces that would be applicable in helping to obtain 
employment. 
2. The VFW plan to provide a post-discharge 
stake for the veteran, commensurate with the war­ 
time financial advantage accrued by the war work­ 
er, consisting of adjusted service pay based on 
length and type of service. 
Adjusted compensation, according to Newliall, 
would tide the veteran over any imminent emer­ 
gency. Under the VFW plan, the returing service­ 
man would receive credit of $3 a day for home serv­ 
ice and $4 a day for overseas service, with a maxi­ 
mum of $3,500 for home service and $4,500 for 
overseas service, exclusive of $500 extra credit for 
those wounded. 
“The proposal to keep men in uniform and pay 
them until they can get jobs,” Newliall declared, “is 
a backhand approach to adjusted compensation. 
The United States has a grateful obligation to the 
men who won the war—jobs! There can be no G.I. 
leaf-raking as substitute.”

When I was home in the sum­ 
m er of ’43, some of the readers

that I reported butter was being 
shipped to the U.S.S.R., and that 
this had surprised me. The Rus­ 
sians are not butter users, and 
before this war butter was not 
well known among the Russian 
working people. So far as I could 
leyrn in Washington, the Rus­ 
sians had not originally asked for 
butter, but that somewhere along 
the line of lend-lease, their rep­ 
resentatives had decided, or had 
been tipped off, to ask for butter 
instead of oleo. This had the ap­ 
proval of the lend-lease adminis­ 


trator. Several carloads of oleo, 
already loaded for Russia, were 
unloaded and butter substituted.

issued 
record of 
lend-lease for its first year, shows 
that Russia received during that 
time 13,347,103 pounds of butter, 
valued in our currency at $5,195,­ 
837. No other nation received any 
butter. Russia 
did 
not receive 
one 
ounce 
of 
the 
27,243,579 
pounds of 
oleomargarine, 
and 
similar fats, 
shipped 
on lend- 
lease and valued at $3,806,658. 
The record shows that Russia 
received, during 1942, the great­ 
er part of the 208,934,780 pounds 
of sugar 
which were exported 
that year on lend-lease, and v a l^ 
ued 
at 
$10,081,678. 
R u ssia * 
share of the sugar was 172,211,™ 
391 pounds. 
Russia also received 9 million 
of 13 million pounds of cotton 
seed oil; about 7 million pounds 
of soy bean oil; 2 million pounds 
of corn oil; IY2 million pounds of 
cooking fats other than lard, and 
almost a million pounds of other 
edible fats, out of 1 !i million 
pounds. 
The 
British 
received 
485,134,916 pounds of lard and 
the Russians 85,637,723 pounds. 
The only figures available so far 
are for the year 1942.

Liberaliza­ 
tion of unemployment insurance, 
releasing of state 
moneys 
for 
post-war projects, 
reconversion 
and private enterprise will prob­ 
ably be discussed. 
He said he hoped to get a clear 
idea of the attitude of his Riv­ 
erside 
county 
constituents 
on 
these subjects before he 
should 
be called upon to return to Sac­ 
ramento. What the governor will 
include in the call will be known 
shortly, the assemblyman stated, 
who devoted the larger part of 
his address to consideration 
of 
subjects about which he had re­ 
ceived the most inquiries since 
adjournment of the session 
on 
June 18. 


GOOD FOR FARMERS 


As to whether the session was 
a successful one, the assembly­ 
man said organized labor would 
say no, although demonstrating 
a good deal of power and influ­ 
ence, while agriculture general­ 
ly would say yes. California bus­ 
iness, he pointed out, was satis­ 
fied to have tax reduction con­ 
tinued. 
Analyzing the personnel of the 
assembly, the speaker said that 
of the 80 members, there were 25 
to 30 attorneys and 
about 
an 
equal number of farmers, the lat­ 
te r a very purposeful group. 
The representatives from cities 
were said to bear the stamp of 
organized labor. 
There are al­ 
ways the social reformers, seek­ 
ing to raise pensions and the like 
and political opportunists who are 
uncertain and who give the leg­ 
islature a bad name, Boyd said. 
Of the 
five 
committees 
to 
which the assemblyman was ap­ 
pointed, he said the social w el­ 
fare gave him the biggest head­ 
ache. 


HOW THEY KNOW 


As to how a legislator can fa­ 
miliarize himself with the largest 
number of bills introduced, 
the 


speaker explained that many of 
the bills presented do not get out 
of committee; that many meas­ 
ures are non-controversial 
and 
intrest only certain districts, and 
that if a member is not an attor­ 
ney or a member of the judici­ 
ary committee, he is 
likely 
to 
take the advice of someone 
on 
whom he can rely. 
As the morning sessions open, 
the members by 
looking 
over 
their file know pretty well how 
they are going to vote on v a ri-1 
ous measures, except for the last 
two weeks of the session, when 
in view of the pressure, they can 
do only their 
best. 
Sometimes 
they have indications from their 
constituents 
that 
serve 
as 
a 
guide, the speaker added. 


THIRD HOUSE' HELPFUL 


Some 35 lobbyists 
are regis- ¡ 
j tered, and being well informed, ¡ 
possess information that proves1 
valuable 
oftentimes, 
enabling 
legislators to make a better de­ 
cision. 
Many members of 
the 
“third house” were characterized 
as possessed of . high ethical stan -¡ 
dards, while some few, looking I 
after group interests, need to be 1 
smoked out. The latter were de- 
scribd as not a great factor in 
law-making in 
California, 
and 
the opinion was expressed 
that 
they will be less influential at 
the next session. 
Organized labor w as. said 
to 
have had more than 100 repre­ 
sentatives. 
They 
constitute 
a 
strong pressure group in appear­ 
ing before committees and 
be­ 
fore the legislature when sitting 
as a committee of the whole. 


STILL LIVE ISSUE 


The question of subventions to 
cities and counties was said still 
to be a live issue. Personally the 
assemblyman said ho 
felt 
sur­ 
plus funds should not be divert- 
cd to uses other than that for 
which they were designed. 
Listing legislation that directily 
interested Riverside county, the 
speaker referred 
to 
the 
Palm 
Springs tramway measure, bills 
relating to combating diseases re­ 
lating to the date 
and 
alfalfa 
industries and 
farm-to-market 
highways.
